A 14-year-old Circleville girl was 
seriously injured 11:40 p.m. Friday in 
a tumbling single car accident on the 
Circleville-Groveport Road that in­ 
jured three other people including 
driver of the car, William K. Young. 
Karen Ray Struper, 14, 138 York St., 
was admitted to Berger Hospital’s 
intensive care ward for treatment of 
abrasions and contusions to her head 
and legs and a concussion. 
Young, who could open the driver’s 
door in the tangled wreckage, pulled 
M iss

and 
M iss 
Susan 
Straw ier, 13, 323 E. High St., out of the 
vehicle through a gap where the rear 
windshield had been. 
The 
other 
p a ssen g er, 
Rodney 
Billups, 19, Route I, was the object of 
an extensive search by Sheriff’s Dep­ 
uties who arrived on the scene. He had 
sprinted about a half m ile north on the 
Circleville-Groveport Road to call for 
help. 
Young was treated for abrasions and 
contusions to his face, hands and left 
leg. Billups suffered a large laceration 
to the back of his head and large 


laceration to his foreh ead . 
M iss 
Strawier w as admitted for treatment 
of contusions to her face and hips. 
Sheriff’s Deputies Jim Deal and Phil 
Brown said Young w as driving south 
on the C ircleville-G rovep ort Rd., 
apparently at a high rate of speed 
since the speedom eter was stuck at 80 
m iles per hour, when he failed to nego­ 
tiate a curve to the left north of Swack- 
hammer Road. 
The car was out of control on the 
right side for 148 feet, went left of 
center 53 feet and struck the east ditch. 
Impact with the ditch flipped the car 
to its top where it skidded 83 feet lx*- 
fore coming to rest. 
The officers charged Young with 
reckless operation, driving left of 
center, and driving an unsafe vehicle.

In McCord Clemency 


WASHINGTON (API — A source 
close to the Senate Watergate probe 
says investigators believe they can 
establish

thorized repeated offers of executive 
clem ency made to Jam es McCord. 


McCord 
sta n d s 
convicted 
of 
wiretapping, burglary and conspiracy 
in the case. He testified in televised 
hearings Friday that former White 
House aide John Caulfield repeatedly 
pressured him , and once threatened 
him, in an attem pt to get him to go to 
jail without talking. 


McCord quoted Caulfield as saying 
executive clem ency would be given 
him after a year in jail, that the offer 


had com e "from the highest levels of 
the White House,” and that President 
Nixon had been told of the offers and 
would be inform ed of M cCord’s 
decision. 


McCord said In- assum ed Caulfield 
meant 
the 
offer 
cam e 
from 
tin* 
President. Ehrlichman or White House 
chief of staff ll. R. Haldeman. 
Caulfield will be called as tin' next 
w itness before the Senate hearings. He 
is scheduled to testify after McCord 
finishes at the next session, scheduled 
for Tuesday. 


Friday, Caulfield issued a statement 
saying that McCord’s testimony "does 
not fully reflect my best recollection of 
the events ...” but tliat Ik* did meet 


with McCord “on three occasions in 
January and conveyed to him certain 
m essages from a high White House 
official.”

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Lawn Problems 
Run Rampant 


Pickaway County 4-H Club News 


By GEORGE HAMRICK 
County Extension Agent, Agriculture 
There are many problems showing 
up in lawns this spring. The following 
shoould give most homeowners a guide 
to some problems affecting their lawn. 
Heimintnosporium leat spot is oil to 
a running start this spring in bluegrass 
lawns with leaf and crown symptoms. 
Apparently the mild and moist 
weather last fall allowed the fungus to 
build up in the turf and conditions so 
far this spring have been ideal for this 
disease. Do not apply high rates of 
nitrogen fertilizer this spring. Turf 
showing this disease should be sprayed 
with a fungicide. Daconil 2787, Dyrene 
and Fore are the better materials and 
should be applied at 2 week intervals. 
Other materials such as captan, zineb, 
Tersan USR, maneb, etc. can be used 
but at a closer time interval for best 
results. 
Stripe Smut is active. Favorable 
weather conditions are {resent so far 
this spring. Tersan 1991 will suppress 
the disease but use only one applica­ 
tion. Be sure to dethatch or aerify the 
area first and then apply extra water 
to help penetration of the fungicide. 
Brown, dry ends of grass may In* due 
to frost injury from fluctuating tem ­ 
peratures this spring and soft succu­ 
lent growth. 


Dead areas in turf may be due to 
winter injury. Check to see if tree 
leaves were left on the turf too long 
before being collected last fall. Turf 
under trees with dense foliage is often 
weak and subject to winter kill. Frost 
heaving may be a problem in some 
cases. Be sure the spots were not 
subject to lased feeding last fall. 


Off-color areas may be due to snow 
mold. Samples received in the Plant 
Disease Clinic show a low level of 
Typhula snow mold and some frost 
scorch or string of pearls snow mold. 
Typhula can be diagnosed by red- 
brown to black scleroma or fruiting 
bodies in the stem and on leaf blacks. 
Frost scorch is {resent if there are tiny 
black dots that resemble a string of 
beads in the leaf blade. Dryer weather 
will help to clear these diseases Int an 
application of Tersan SP or Dyrene as 
listed in L-187 may help. 


Dark green areas may be a start of 
fairy ring problems or else there is a 
dog in the? area or you have a different 
grass species. 
If your lawn is having problems and 
none of the above seem to apply, a 
small sample of the damaged area can

Pesticide Containers 
The pest season is here, 
and 
regardless of individual thoughts 
concerning the use of pesticides, 
there’ll be a lot of home gardeners 
using them. 
Although a lot has been printed in 
publications, news releases, etc. to 
educate users of pesticides, many are 
still careless with the empty con­ 
tainers. We must remember that the 
pesticide 
hazard is not 
safely 
eliminated until empty containers are 
disposed of in the proper manner. 
To do this, let the empty container 
drain for at least 30 seconds, then rinse 
three times, allowing 30 seconds for 
draining after each rinse. Water or 
other diluting material being used in 
the spray program should be used to 
rinse the container. Use one quart for 
each rinse of a 1-gallon container; I 
gallon for each 5-gallon container; and 
5 gal lo as for 30 or 55 gallon drums, 
leasings should be drained into the 
sprayer tank. 
Pesticide containers should not be 
reused. Used containers that have 
been drained and riased are ready for 
disposal. Methods include crushing 
and burying or recycling for scrap 
when appropriate. Drums may be sold 
to drum reconditioners who have the 
facilities and knowhow for making 
them safe for reuse. 
Hackberry Insects Appearing 
Those Ila ck berry trees near your 
home are the reason for the sudden 
invasion of tiny black and white insects 
in and around the home. The lasect is 
the hackberry psyllid which is small 
enough to pass through the screeas on 
your windows. 
Psyllids are the insects that cause 
the pellet-shaped structures on hack­ 
berry leaves. Now, while they are 
flying back to the hackberry leaves to 
lay eggs, is the most effective time to 
apply control measures. If you have a 
hackberry tree, control of the psyllid 
insect is possible by spraying the 
lindane or *Sevin about the tune the 
leaves are three-fourths expanded. 
Follow with a second application in IO 
to 14 days. 
Hot Dog-Shaped Galls 
Brown, hot dog-shaped galls on 
spruce have been found and identified. 
You’ll find them on tin* terminal part 
of spruce twigs. These structures are 
called Cooley spruce galls and are 
caused by tiny aphids. 'Hie insect 
begins feeding in early spring and 
deposits eggs in May. Eggs hatch 
about the time the shucks break away 
from the bud and expose the new 
needles. Newly hatched aphids crawl 
into the mass of new needles to feed. 
Damaged, swelling needle bases 
develop into a compact mass and form 
a pineapple shaped gall with many 
individual cells, each inhabited by 
aphids. In late July or in August, the1 
cells open and aphids emerge These 
aphids deposit eggs that produce tin* 
overwintering brood. 
Insecticides such as lindane or 
malathion applied as the bud starts to 
grow will control the aphids. If you 
miss this application, treat in August 
or when the galls open in the fall.

Hardin County Common Pleas Court 
enjoined the commissioners from 
purchasing the machines from the 
Automatic Voting Machine Division of 
AVM, Inc. 
An appeals court reversed the order, 
however, holding that use of the 
machines is not in violation of either 
the Ohio or U.S. Constitutions. It cited 
language it said means the rotation of 
names is required “as far as possible.”

Penalizing Age 


While the amount a Social 
Security pension recipient can 
earn without losing any of his 
pension has been increased, it 
should be eliminated entirely at 
65 as it is at age 72. 


The purpose of the limit has 
long since been invalid. It was 
originally enacted as a depres­ 
sion measure to keep pension­ 
ers off the labor market. It was 
a share-the-work gimmick. 


Opportunities for em ploy­ 
ment of the elderly are largely 
in small businesses and in serv­ 


ices where part-time jobs are 
most likely to occur. The entry 
of retired people into these 
occupations 
would 
be 
no 
serious drag on the labor mar­ 
ket. On the contrary, it could 
help the economy by providing 
labor 
where shortages 
now 
exist. 


Many older people have high 
skills acquired in a lifetime of 
work. Barring them from using 
these skills once they are on So­ 
cial Security is actually an eco­ 
nomic loss. These skills are 


often in critically short supply, 
and employment of older work­ 
ers is the only way out for many 
firms. 
The limit on outside earnings 
can depress the living stand­ 
ards of people over 65. The 
situation is increasingly seri­ 
ous with the rising span of life. 
Older people ought to be en­ 
couraged to participate in use­ 
ful activity, as much for their 
financial well-being as for their 
psychological welfare. Flus the 
contribution they can make to 
society.

Bear in mind, as the Watergate pot 
bubbles and boils, that it is very much 
in the interest of powerful political 
forces to keep it boiling. 
Sincere right-wing moralists like 
Barry Coldw ater and upstanding 
editors like Vermont Royster of the 
Wall Street Journal have been 
genuinely offended, in a principled 
way, by the illegalities, and the lies, 
but elsewhere all these things are 
viewed as a political bonanza. 
Until all the fuses blew in the middle 
of April, the President possessed the 
political initiative: in fiscal matters, in 
his assaults on liberal social policies, 
in his efforts to restructure 
the 
bureaucracy. 
Today, the Democratic Party plus 
its allies in the press and the media are 
gleefully using Watergate to keep the 
lYesident off balance politically — to 
block him, that is, on policies having 
nothing to do with Watergate, and on 
which he is supported by the over­ 
whelming majority of the people. 
Thus, a representative of the Washing­ 
ton Post recently observed on the BBC 
that his paper planned to pursue its in­ 
vestigation of the scandal for “another 
ten months or so.” The Post will hardly 
be alone in this. And you can expect 
Congressional Democrats to ride the 
issue as long and as hard as they can. 
In foreign affairs, too, the discom­ 
fiture of the President could scarcely 
have come at a more awkward junc­ 
ture. 
The political equations in Europe are 
in a state of flux, set in motion by 
Chancellor Brandt’s Ostpolitik, and 
other factors. Fundamental relations 
are changing, and decisions from 
Washington are urgently needed. 
It is worth noting, too, that when he 
visits Bonn for important negotiations 
later this m onth, Soviet leader 
Brezhnev will be in a much stronger 
position diplomatically than Nikita 
Khrushchev was on a similar foray 
almost a decade ago. Changes in the 
Politburo have strengthened his hand 
domestically, lie has enlisted the aid of 
the West in helping to solve Hie prob­ 
lems of his faltering economy and his 
backward technology. 
The E ast European satellites, 
reminded of their place by the crush­ 
ing of Czechoslovakia in 1968, are 
firmly at heel. And, as a crowning 
achievement of his European policy, 
the East German regime is close to 
receiving world recognition as a legiti­ 
mate and independent state. Brezhnev 
now turns westward with a very strong 
diplomatic hand, and with events 
moving his way, at the very moment 
the Nixon Administration is weakened 
and public opinion bemused by Water­ 
gate. 
The unaccustomed restraint shown 
by the West European press in its com­ 
ment on Watergate is a measure of 
their own concern over die 
at least

temporarily 
weakened American 
position. Its weakness, they see, is also 
their own. 


Nevertheless, the entire advantage 
does not lie with those who will exploit 
the scandal for domestic political ad­ 
vantage. Though the Administration is 
in disarray, the White House has enor­ 
mous leverage in the Am erican 
political system . In the ensuing 
struggle, the White House will have to 
use all of that leverage to cut through 
the media snowstorm and focus atten­ 


tion on matters J lasting importance 
to the nation. 
Watergate is serious enough, in its 
various aspects, but it does not have 
much to do with the way Americans 
will be living a decade from now, or 
with the stability of relations in 
Western Europe, and between Europe 
and the Soviet Union. Watergate has 
all the drama of a good whodunit, plus 
another Nixon cliffhanger. But the real 
world has its pressing claims, and 
even a wounded Administration will 
have to assert them.

Deafness in infants is often difficult 
to detect. New tests are constantly 
being devised to gain, from an infant’s 
responses, inform ation about his 
ability to hear. 


An interesting test has been devised 
by which hearing can be determined 
by studying the breathing patterns of 
newborn babies. 


At the Menninger Foundation in 
Topeka, Kan., Dr. Izirry Bradford and

breathing test to study deafness. The 
preliminary reports suggest that this 
test may be a very significant con­ 
tribution to the early detection of 
deafness and therefore to the earliest 
possible beginning of the re-education 
of the deaf child.

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NEW YORK (AF) - It has been a 
postulate of the Securities and Ex­ 
change Commission in recent years 
that one of the few unique advantages 
left to the United States in an in­ 
creasingly competitive world is its 
capital raising ability. 


This view was described by William 
Casey, when he was chairman in 1972. 
And G. Bradford Cook, who succeeded 
him until this resignation Wednesday, 
expressed similar thoughts. Each felt 
the capital markets mast be preser­ 
ved. 


These markets for savings, stocks, 
bonds and other securities are the 
biggest fund raisers known to man, 
bigger than the U.S. Internal Revenue 
Service or the Bank of England, a 
national treasure existing nowhere 
else. 


They have financed war and peace 
and launched and kept supplied with 
fresh funds the expansive corporate 
machinery that for years has given the 
United States an industrial advantage 
over all other nations. 
But the capital m arkets have been 
having troubles in recent years. 
'Hie old structure developed cracks. 
Some brokers failed to hold up their 
end, ethically or financially. The stock 
exchange machinery was found to be 
inadequate 
and 
self-serving. 
Regulatory 
guidelines 
needed 
modernizing. Confidence needed to be 
restored. 
There it is again, that word “con­ 
fidente,” synonymous with faith and 
trust. 
In the hard world of money, it sounds 
too conceptual, too abstract to have 
reality, but that isn’t so at all. Not only 
is it a hard term, it is the bedrock on 
which the unique capital markets are 
constructed. 
Without confidence, people don’t 
take risks, and that has been the case 
with millions of investors during the 
past few years. They might trust the 
companies in which they invest, but 
th ey ’ve 
had 
doubts 
about 
the 
machinery of buying. 
And so the SEC and the various 
exchanges and brokers are agreed, at 
least superficially, that a new order is 


needed. Its purpose: To restore con­ 
fidence. 
That is why the resignation of Cook, 
accused by a grand jury of having 
submitted to political pressure in 
deleting information from an SEC 
case, is considered so damaging. The 
timing could hardly have been worse. 
Ironically, Cook was pushing ahead 
witll the SEC suit in question, charging 
Robert Veseo, a financier, with having 
illegally transfered $241 million from 
mutual funds to his accounts and those 
of others. 
But at the same time that he was 
pushing the case, the jury claimed 
that, at the behest of Nixon fund raiser 
M aurice Stans, he had deleted 
reference to Vesco’s $200,000 con­ 
tribution to the Nixon presidential 
campaign. 
And so, at a time when many scared 
investors were spending their hiatus 
from active investments to become 
spectators of the SEC’s progress 
toward modernizing the markets, they 
are shaken again. 
Those hurt worst are the mass of 
individual investors, many millions of 
them, who as a group have more 
money to invest in the expansion of the 
country than ever before, and who 
have demonstrated their willingness to 
invest if treated properly. 
'Hie institutions aren’t likely to mind 
quite so much. A pension fund might 
invest even when the market is poor in 
order to avoid being swamped by in­ 
coming funds. To them it is a matter of 
necessity rather than of choice. 
But the individual investor has been 
quietly waiting while the regulatory 
officials, to some extent with the 
cooperation of exchange officials and 
brokers, advanced these promises re­ 
peatedly in recent months: 
—To develop a central market that 
would assure hun of the lowest prices 
to be found, not just on a particular ex­ 
change I Kit on or off any market in the 
country. 
—To give the individual investors 
equal access to information about 
corporations so that lie wouldn’t beat a 
disadvantage 
in 
trading alongside 
powerful institutions. 
—To restore public confidence in the 
nation’s unique marketplace.

Contestants next drove into mock 
intersection where they were required 
to stop not farther than IO inches from 
a chalk line. They then had to make a 
sharp right turn without touching 
standards on each corner, back up, 
make a sharp left turn, circle through 
the intersection and complete straight- 
in parking. 
I-ogan Elm High School students 
were released from their afternoon 
classes to witness the judging and view 
a demonstration of reaction time and 
car stopping distances. 
The driver’s education car was 
rigged with a paint capsule that was 
manually controlled by the passenger. 
When the blank was released, drivers 
were to stop the car. When the driver 
applied the brakes, another capsule 
was released to show how far the 
vehicle traveled before the driver 
could react. 
The test was conducted at 20 miles

Fred Graves, Amanda, has been ap­ 
pointed to the Ohio Egg Marketing 
Program Operating Committee for a 
term of two years it was announced by 
Gene R. Abercrombie, Ohio Director 
of Agriculture.

Ohio Senate 


To Pass Budget 


By June 15 


Senator Harry Armstrong (R-ta- 
gan) reported today that theSenate 
leadership plans to complete action on 
the Governor’s $9.9 billion budget bill, 
DB 86, by June 15. Spending authority 
for this biennium runs out June 30. 
The Republican Senate is expected 
to make changes in the bill as passed 
by the House of Representatives. The 
Democratic majority in the House 
passed tin* bill virtually unchanged 
from the governor’s original request, 
in spite of Republican objections. The 
Republican Senate will probably cut 
funds from welfare and increase funds 
for education. 
Senator Armstrong cited one prob­ 
able change as the proposed increases 
in vocational education. In detailing 
the increase for all other vocational 
units, funds for the joint vocational 
schools were omitted. An amendment 
has been proposed to correct this 
situation and will probably be intro­ 
duced in the Senate Finance Com­ 
mittee. 
A conference committee of the two 
chambers will have to resolve the dif­ 
ferences between the House and the 
Senate versions of this bill. 


In other action this week, the House 
passed a bill to require equal pay for 
substantially the same work regard­ 
less of sex. The Senate passed a bill 
making it unlawful to discriminate be­ 
cause of sex in the loaning of money, 
extension of credit, and approval of 
lines of credit. The Ohio Civil Rights 
Commission would lie given authority 
to enforce this. Each of these bills 
must now go to the other chamber for 
action.
